THE MAIDEN visit of a Japanese foreign min- 
ister to Israel “does not signify any change in 
Japan's Middle East policy, but perhaps of Ja- 
pan’s involvement in the area,” according to 
Tokyo's ambassador to Israel, Koichi Tsutsumi. 
. This Sunday’s brief 24-hour visit to Israel by 
Minister Sosuke Uno has’ attracted world-wide 
attention. He is the first cabinet-level Japanese 
official ever to come to Israel. Uno’s tour of the 
countries which are parties to the Arab-Israel 
conflict is part of Japan’s newly-forged policy of 
taking ἃ more active and prominent role in 
word affairs. 

“You can call it a change, but its not a drastic 
change,” Tsutsumi said in an interview this 
week. “Rather, it’s an outcome of a gradual 
evolution. Japan is interested in playing a politi- 
cal rofe which is commensurate with our eco- 
nomic capability.” 

Japan's “economic capability” is second to 
none, But Tsutsumi shies away from the term 
“superpower” when applied to his country, 
both in the political and, surprisingly, the eco- 
nomic context. 

“Japan is not a superpower,” he says, “‘be- 
cause we have a very big constraint. We de- 
nounce war, we don’t resort to war, and the 
implication is that we don’t retain the capacity 
for war beyond self-defence. We are deter- 
mined not to become a military power, and 
without that we can’t really play the role of a 


superpower. 

“Another constraint is that geographically we 
are small. A superpower, by definition, is a 
continental power, like the U.S. or the Soviet 
Union. China could become a superpower. 
Some might call Japan an economic superpow- 
er, although I don’t think that Japan is a super- 
power even in economic terms.” 


THE MIDDLE EAST is ranked a high fourth in 
Tsutsumi's enunciation of the priorities of his 
country’s foreign policy. Preceding it are “‘the 
mrengrnening of the Free World,” and as a 

ct 


Tsutsumi’s list is the stability and prosperi 
Japan's immediate neighbourhood in the Far 
East, and fourth is the Middle East. Asked 
about the absence of the importance of relations 
with the Soviet Union, Tsutsumi appears to 
depart from diplomatic niceties: “Bilateral rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union,” he says, “τὲ not 
very important, other than in the East-West 
context.” The Soviet Union “has not been a 
very good neighbour” to Japan, “and doesn’t 
look as if it is going to become one.” Glasnost 
aud perestroika have yet to arrive at the Sea of 
Japan including B incre the disputed Sa- 
khalin islands; Tsutsumi describes the Soviet 
Union as “ἃ fearful and very strong neighbour” 
with whom Japan has to be “very careful.”

“TO DEAL WITH the Japanese is an art, but once 
you know this unique art you are in,” says an Israeli 
businessman with long and positive experience with 
the Japanese. In recent years, industrial exports to 
Japan, excluding diamonds, have doubled annual- 
ly. The 130 million Japanese are eager for imported 
goods, especially now that their ent is 
encouraging consumption. So firms that have the 
patience to penetrate this huge market can do good 
business, says an expert on the Japanese market. 
- This year the trade between the two countries 
will reach a new record of $1.2 billion. Of the $700 
million in Israeli exports, two-thirds are diamonds.

For a long time, Japan has beer reluctant to 
transform its economic power into political power. 
But the U.S,, to which the Japanese are willingly 
subordinated, is pressing Japan for more political 
involvement withir the international community. 
At the same time there is pressure on the Japanese 
government from American Jewry to deal openly 
with Israel by allowing Israeli goods into the Japa- 
nese market, overcoming their submission to the 
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Japanese Foreign Minister Sousuke Uno 
will probably be more so in the future, as its 
economy develops. 

China's economic potential could also be 
tumed to competition against Japan, and there- 


fore “China could become an even greater 
threat than the Soviet Union,” Tsutsumi says, 
“not militarily - but economically.” 


TWO MAJOR factors influence the promi-

Tsutsumi refrains from explicitly criticising 
Israeli business practices, but calls on Israel to

“We want to buy from Israel. Your people 
should concentrate on manufactured goods, 
such as high-technology items, electronics, bio- 
technology and pharmaceuticals. But this re- 
quires an effort, because there is a lot of compe- 
tition and otherwise you will lose.”

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ANYONE AWARE of the fact 
that Abba Eban, when he was at 
Cambridge, was one of the brightest 
Stars in the firmament of the Univer- 
Sity’s famous Union, knows that he 
embodies all the best of what Lewis 
Carroll called “Anglo-Saxon atti- 
tudes.” So J naturally assumed that 
he would accept his ouster from the 
Labour Party’s Knesset list with a 
stiff upper lip. But I must confess 
that { was amazed by the buoyancy 
of his mood when 1 interviewed him 
this week. 

He explained that this uplift in 
spirit was due to receiving mess.ges 
from Labour Party members around 
the country expressing outrage at his 
Tejection, and to reading glowing 

. descriptions in the press extolling his 
services to the nation. 

“One usually has to wait tll one 
dies before reading such praises 
about oneself,” he commented. 

Despite the eulogies, he does not 
regard the setback as a kind of polit- 
ical death. 

“It's not a tragedy, and I don’t 
feel frustrated,” he says. “In Israel, 
one does not have to be in the Kne- 
set to make a contribution.” He is 
greatly by a recent pub- 
fic opinion poll that placed Loti 
in popularity in the party, i- 
mon Faces acl Yitzhak Rabin, and 
far and away the favourite choice for 
foreign minister. 

“Nommally, I’m very suspicious of 
public opinion poils,” be says.

So 
the family decided to cail him Moorte —a Kardish 
nickname for Mordechai. 

“If anyone had a watch he was considered 
wealthy,” says Mordechai. “I do not remember 
seeing cars there; we bad no electricity. After _ 
butchering a cow, the parts would have to be buried 
deep in the ground in order to keep them fresh. At 
home there were no chairs — everybody would sit on 
Tugs around the table. When the children wanted 
to play football, our mothers would knit us a 
woollen ball.” 

‘There was no doctor or pharmacy in the area 
and anyone in need of attention would be treated ' 
by known “healers” -elderly men and women who woo 
used medicinal herbs. When Mordechai was about : 
five years old he fell from the roof and broke his 
arm and two fingers. The healer prepared a cast 
made of eggs, flour and other ingredients. One of 
his fingers remains twisted to this day. 

Mordechai remembers being kidnapped by 
gypsies when he was about seven years of age. His 
mother summoned some men who took to their 
horses and rescued Mordechai after ἃ chase. 

“Your day there started by attending prayer at 
the synagogue, then talmud tora from seven in the 
morning to seven at night,” says Mordechai. “On 
Saturdays we would go to the Ghadar river near 
town. It was very dull — sometimes too dull -- and

At the 
same tine, tt is true that Israel's 
holding these areas constitutes a 
constant stimulus for certain Arabs 
to wage a war against Israel, but the 
risk of war is ἃ strategic issue that 
demands ἃ separate and detailed 
discussion. 


The issue of Arab temptation can- 
not be underrated, for even subse- 
quent to future peace accords Israel 
would continue to be considered a 
“foreign implant” in the region. It 
can by no means be ruled out that 
they would go on fostering their old 
“strategy of stages” which pre- 
scribes Israel's gradual elimination 
or, as the Arab moderates maintain, 
its reduction to “natural size.” 1 am 
using Arab terminology which is val- 
id theoretically on the basic assump- 
tion that the “many” would ulti- 
mately overcome the “few.” From 
this stem both the dangers of Arab 
temptation and Israel's crucial need 
for wide security margins including 
territorial depth. 


EVEN FROM SHEER defensive 
aspects, the vital nature of strategic 
depth can hardly be disputed. Due 
to the quantitive asymmetry be- 
tween the Arabs and Israel, the lat- 
ter, from its inception, has been 
overshadowed by two essential se- 
curity problems which are particu- 
larly sharp on its eastern borders. 
These are the negative ratio of 
forces and the lack of territorial 
depth. Israel is critically dependent 
on mobilization of reserves. The 
lack of defensive depth and the vul- 
nerability of its vital areas greatly 
intensify the issue of the timely mo- 
bilization of reserves. The territorial 
factor is thus intertwined with the 
inappropriate ratio of forces issue 
and the “time criticality” factor in 
Israel's security. 

Re; the ratio of forces, the 
date torte cal was and always will 
be both the large number of Arab 
armies and their predominant reli- 
ance on active or regular forces. Yet 
in the Jast decade the majority of 
these ground forces have in addition 
undergone conversion to armoured 
and mechanized formations. 
Wheareas in the Yom Kippur War 
(1973) the Syrian and Jordanian 
ground forces consisted of only five 
armoured and mechanized divi- 
sions, today their entire comple- 
ment of 13-14 divisions is armoured 
or mechanized. In the Lraqi army, 
the current number of armoured 
and mechanized divisions (10) is 
more than triple the 1973 figures. 
Even the Egyptian armoured and 
mechanized divisions have doubled 


+ to 10 today. 


This lanes umber of Arab ar- 
and mechanized formations 

has dramatically increased their m0- 
bility potential, including the inflic- 
tion of surprise attack, and made the 


issue of strategic depth for Israel 
even more critical. Thus, territorial 
depth is needed not only for ade- 
quate time to mobilize the reserves, 
but also for the installation of for- 
ward, and extremely elaborate, ear- 
ly warning stations. Aerial electron- 
ic devices can only supplement the 
jand intelligence network and can- 
ποῖ constitute a reliable substitute. 
In this context, it should be recalled 
that territorial depth is essential no 
less to compensate for unavoidable 
intelligence forecasting errors. 


STRATEGIC DEPTH is also high- 
ly crucial for defensive operational 
purposes. Due to its tiny geographi- 
cal dimensions, Israel cannot risk 
waging a war in its vital civilian cen- 
tres which are concentrated in its 
coastal area. Here, every tactical 
failure in battle (and this is possible) 
can easily turn into a strategic disas- 
ter. Additionally, Israel is well 
known for its supersensitivity to hu- 
man and material losses. The Yom 
Kippur War is a relevant case in 
hand. It can be surmised what could 


‘West, e hatering the U.S. In contrast 
to the past, the IDF no longer en- 
joys regional exclusivity in this 
field. In addition, Israel's economic 
sho: ings make it harder for it to 
allocate adequate financial re- 
sources to keep up egal the qualita- 
tive race in weaponry and maintain 
its edge. Simultaneously, the other 
component of the IDF's strength, 

the human factor, has also been ad- 
versely affected mainly because of 
deep domestic political rifts and dis- 
putes over consensus, which in turn 
weaken motivation. Now, if the oth- 
er pillar of strength — territory — is 
also badly affected, Israel will be 
critically weakened to the sorrow of 
those who want it to be strong (and I 
believe that this is in the U.S.'s in- 
terest, too). 

A collateral aspect is connected 
with the claim that security arrange- 
ments and particularly demilitariza- 
tion can compensate for less territo- 
ry. But the example of Sinai is not 
relevant here; demilitarization in 
the unpopulated desert peninsula 
cannot be transposed to areas 
densely populated by people who 
“would become the laughing-stock 
of the Arab world without national 
armed forces” as the renowned W. 
Khaledi puts it (Foreign Affairs, 
July 1978). 

In Sinai, too, Israel's security 
margins remained wide in case the 
arrangements were violated. This 
cannot be the case in a West Bank 
governed either by Jordan or the 
Palestinians. In addition, Israeli 
(and worldwide) unfortunate prece- 
dents of demilitarization and securi- 
ty arrangements demonstrate how 
unreliable they are, causing more 
problems than they solved. There- 
fore, it is imperative that Israel be 
able to ensure demilitarization on its 
own — by physical presence and con- 
μοὶ of the vital areas. Beyond sucha 
substantial presence west of the Jor- 
dan (to block a surprise attack on 
the move) and on the mountainous 
ridge (to deny terrorist activities), 
demilitarization can constitute a 
supplementary measure for Israel’s 
security needs, but not a valid sub- 
stitute, The relevant example is Isra- 
el’s presence and “security belt” in 
Southern Lebanon to which the 
U.S. has rightly become 
accommodated. 

The foregoing analysis is related 
to purely military-strategic argu- 
ments in accordance with the word- 
ing and spirit of the Shultz state- 
ment. Although security 
considerations in our context are es- 
sential, this does not imply that oth- 
er strategic aspects and particularly 
ideological, political, er sg 
aspects are not to be considered,

“Any non-Jew unwilling to accept 
the status of ger toshav (foreign resi- 
dent, i.e. second-class status) and 
the obligations of taxes and serf- 
dom, and who is unprepared to 
leave the country voluntarily, will be 
forcibly deported"; such residents 
“will not live within the area of the 
city of Jerusalem”; “separate beach- 
es will be established for Jews and 
non-Jews”; “no non-Jew will be per- 
mitted to live in a Jewish apartment 
building without the permission of 
the majority of its Jewish residents 
or, in the case of a private house or 


the Jews living in the area"; “ a non- 
Jew who has sexual relations with a 
Jewish prostitute or with ἃ Jewish 
male should be sentenced to 50 
years in prison; a Jewish prostitute 
or Jewish male who has sexual rela- 
tions with a non-Jewish male should 
be sentenced to five years’ imprison- 


ment. The court should have no dis- 
cretion in handing down this 
punishment.” 


Zamir went on: ** These bills, di- 
rected as it were against non-Jews, 
will of necessity harm Jews as well. 
In Nazi Germany, it was not only 
Jews who fell victims to the regime: 
many Germans were imprisoned in 
concentration camps, tortured and 
murdered, and Germany paid a ter- 
rible price for not having quelled the 
mad Nazi movement at the outset. 


“If we want to maintain the State 
of Israel in its present form and pre- 
serve its democracy and civil rights 
for each one of us, we must uncom- 
promisingly join battle against Ka- 
hanism." Zamir conceded that “un- 
til recently (December 1984) there 
were grounds for believing that even 
though Kahanism was a sick move- 
ment, it was nothing more than a 
marginal phenomenon and did not 
constitute any real danger. Howev- 
er, Kahane’s election to the Knesset 
changed all that. It not only showed 
that Kahane had a real public fol- 
lowing, which made the danger very 
Teal; it was not only that he now had 
a platform and immunity which 
strengthened his position and inten- 
sified the danger - it was that the 
very fact of his election to the Knes- 
set might be interpreted as a seal of 
legitimacy.” he wrote in The Post. 


THE CALL BY Nissim and Zamir 
for legislation did not enjoy all plain 
sailing, as it turned out in 1984. It 
took a whole year to amend the 
Basic Law: Knesset. It took two 
years to outlaw racist incitement 
generally, in an amendment to the 
Penal Code. While it was one thing 
to keep Kahane out of the Knesset 
next time (it could-mean other fac- 


- tions ‘with some elements sympa- 


thetic to Kach’s line picking up the 
votes which Kach would otherwise 
have received), 1t was another thing 
to ban the ideas themselves. 


So this year, when Kach submits 
its list to the Central Elections Com- 
mittee, the Likud will move, along 
with other parties, to disqualify Ka- 


hane; bat there will be those inside 
the Likud who will wonder whether 
their party’s rivals, Tehiya and Tzo- 
met, will be laughing when they, 
rather than the Likud, gamer the 
votes if Kach cannot run. And there 
will be others inside the Likud who 
will wonder whether Kahane’s mes- 
sage differs from their own message. 
100 per cent. Thus, after the elec- 
tion results are known, there could 
be recriminations inside the Likud. 
Somebody's head may roll. 


KACH WILL HAVE a hard time 
arguing in the committee and in a 
subsequent appeal to the High 
Court that its aims and actions have 
changed, even ifit alters its platform 
in a bid to avert the ban. Its aims 
and actions and speeches have been 
on record for years for the commit- 
tee and the justice to peruse. The 
Israel Police have been keeping an 
eye on Kach for a while. Informers 
are even said to have been planted 
inside it. That would be ironical 
enough for a party leader who was 
allegedly himself an informer before 
settling im Israel. And in one recent 
court case, a Kach member even 
claimed that the General Security 
Services had been “running” him. 
The claim would make good sense, 
though not necessarily the context in 
which it was advanced. 

Kahane will have an even harder 
time making the grade because the 
law refers to explicit as well as im- 
plicit racism alike. Whatever he 
claims, the decision lies in the hands 
of others whose professional author- 
ity on the bench entitles them to 
assess what is in men's minds and 
hearts as well as in their mouths and 
pens. They will have the option of 
ruling that Kahane is merely dissem- 
bling, if they so find, whatever he 
Says on the stand or in his 
depositions. 

Why should anybody believe that 
Kahane has turned over a new leaf, 
since the days when he tried to 


break into the president’s mansion | 


during the consultations over the 
formation of the national unity; or 
marched to Umm el-Fahm, the 
Arab town near the Irron valley; 
and when he praised the IDF re- 
serve soldier who fired a rocket at 
an Arab bus in Jerusalem? 

His tracks will be hard to cover. 


THE CENTRAL Elections Com- 
mittee will not nail Kahane, accord- 
ing to the law, for his personal racist 
beliefs. The law talks about incite- 
ment to racism, which means dis- 
semination and contact, public or 
private, for the purpose of 
persuasion. 

Kahane will tell the committee 
and the High Court as well, that he 
does not seek to distinguish between 
a “Jewish race” and an “Arab race” 
since they both belong to the “‘Se- 
mitic race." He will contend that his 
teligious obligation is to defend the 
Jewish faith against other faiths, and 
that this obligation underlies all his 
words and deeds. 

But he will be reminded that to- 
day's precede) ᾿ς nts classify the on of 
campai; ie wages against other 
faiths, ἥν the name of Judaism, as 
racist incitement, even if he can pro- 
duce an Arab in his list as decora- 
tion, or a convert to Judaism who 
once belonged to a nonSemitic 
race. 


Kahane will aiso be nailld this 
year on Pod areas which πα 
to “negation of the state's demycrat- 
ic character.”

over many centuries, and that Mai- 
monides' teachings are not necessar- 
ily applicable to a different society 
from the one in which he taught in 
mediaeval) times. 

Kahane will be told that just as 
the “eye for an eye, tooth for a 
tooth” principle is alien to the Israe- 
li statute-book, and just as crimes 
and punishments in Israeli law differ 
from those spelled out in biblical 
and post-biblical law, so are his po- 
litical theses not only alien to Israeli 
society, but actually violate Israeli 
law. 

Since 1986, when the second item 
of legislation was passed concerning 
incitement to racism, Kahane has 
admittedly kept a much lower pro- 4. 
file. He is nervous about his parlia- 
mentary future. But with the public 
opinion polls predicting that he can 
double or triple his present strength 
in the next Knesset he can hardly 
fail to pick up the gauntlet, avidly 
ambitious as he is; he has little 
choice. 

In any case, if he were out of the 
Knesset for good and bereft of par- 
liamentary immunity, he would be 
little more than jail-bait unless he 
chose to keep silent for evermore. 
In short: it’s put up, or shut up. 

Kahane's deadline for the coming 
Knesset elections is October 12. On 
that day, the Central Knesset Elec- 
tions Committee will approve or dis- 
qualify the election lists submitted 
to it. If the Kach list is disqualified, 


Kahane has only two days, till Octo: j 


ber 14, to appeal to the High Court. 
That day falls on a Friday. 

The High Court must rule on all 
such appeals not later than October 
18. That falls on the following Tues- 
day — which leaves our august just- 
tices three working days, at most, to 
decide Kahane’s parliamentary fu- 
ture. Not very long. However, as in 
1984, when the High Court voted 
“thumbs up” for ane, it pcan 
hand down the ruling in good time -- 
“thumbs up or thumbs down,” — but 
leave the reasoned judgment till 
1989 or whenever else it likes. 

The fault is not that of the jus- 
tices, if they have to decide under 
pressure. At the end of the day, 
after all, it is the politicians who 
make the rules. Ail the court does is 
find out whether the rules are kept 
or broken. 


“TO NO ONE will we deny or delay 
tight or justice,” trumpeted Magna 
Carta. Over 750 years later, Lord 
Denning, that great British jurist 
and former Master of the Rolls, 
fuming at the “intolerable” delays 
of the law , “which turn justice 
sour,” was even more categorical: 
“The delay of justice is the denial of 
justice.” 

Denning's accusing finger pointed 
at the prevarications of lawyers and 
barristers. But his words may well 
stand as the motto for the current. 
controversial, overdue, and, some 
say less than adequate, overhaul of 
the creaking machinery of Israel's 
overburdened court system. 

Last Sunday’s cabinet meeting ap- 
proved a government bill that is, on 
the face of it, a compromise be- 
tween the recommendations of the 
Justice Ministry and the reserva- 
tions of Supreme Court President 
Meir Shamgar. But, in effect, say 
some legal circles, it is a triumph for 
the conservative trade unionism of 
the bench, and particularly of its 
District Court judges. 

Justice Minister Avraham Sharir. 
waving the banner of ‘'Reform 
Now,” or at worst in 1990, seems— 
according to several jurists— to have 
staked his personal prestige on 
pushing the bili through in a desper- 
ate bid to leave his mark on the 


system. 

But Sharir was dealt a harsh blow 
when he was denied a definite date 
for the proposed amalgamation of 
the Magistrates and District Courts 
into the Court of First Instance. 

The ministry’s initial suggestion 
to establish an intermediate Appel- 
late Court of Right between the Dis- 
trict and Supreme Courts has also 
been watered down, at least for the 
time being. And’ at Shamear's 
“make haste slowly” behest, the bill 
is to set up a number of appellate 
divisions of the District Court. 


Finally, in what amounts to a . 


vote of no confidence in a man who 
is not seen as one of the country's 
most distinguished justice ministers, 
each stage of the bill's implementa- 
tion must first be approved by the 
finance minister and the Supreme 
Court president. 
NO ONE DENIES the need for re- 
form of a system in which each year 
the country's 270 judges handle hun- 
dreds of thousands of cases, causing: 
endless delays in justice for the aver- 
age citizen. And the corollary to 
that is even more disturbing, for 
where justice is delayed, it is also in 
danger of being flouted, as witness 
the growth in private, and often vio- 
lent, debt-collection agencies.

tecently admitted that the Supreme 
Court is today dealing with cases 
that have been before it since 1985, 
and which began in the lower courts 
much earlier. This all too often 
makes it practically meaningless for 
the courts to assess damages and 
determine fines. for the judges are 
frequently dealing with sums of 
money, in old shekels, even in lirot, 
whose real value no one remembers. 

For the last four years, according 
to Shamgar, the Supreme Court 
alone has handled an annual 3,000 
files, compared with only 150 dealt 
with by the U.S. Supreme Court, 
which confines itself to matters of 
the most weighty public interest. 
Access to the Supreme Court is so 
easy, Shamgar has said, that every 
market stall-holder denied some 
permit in the lower courts now tums 
to the highest court in the land. 

Law professor Stephen Gold- 
stein, who is dean of the Hebrew 
University’s law faculty. sees the 
time-frame for the suggested reform 
as the most important of the differ- 
ences between what Shamgar and 
Sharir propose, with Shamgar con- 
cerned about personnel problems. 

The intermediate Apellate Court, 
Goldstein points out, will not need a 
large number of judges. Thus, most 
of the present District Court bench 
would, under the Justice Ministry 
proposal, be forced into an unwel- 
come association with the judges of 
the Magistrates Courts. This, in the 
opinion of the District Court judges, 
would be a blow to their status. 

In Goldstein's view that is quite 
unjustified. He insists that there is 
no logical reason why the two lower 
courts should not be unified. Nor is 
there any difference in the level of 
expertise needed by the judges. he 
argues. . 

His criticism of the court system is 
long-standing. In 1982 he published 
an article examining the 1980 report 
of a select committee on the judicia- 
ry headed by Justice Moshe Landau, 
then deputy-president of the Su- 
preme Court. 

The Landau Committee, Gold- 
stein wrote, had failed to grapple 
with the real problems. These begin

below the Supreme Court, he main- 
tains, although he agrees that that 
court is indeed also overburdened. 

Basically, in civil cases other than 
those involving tand, it is the 
amount in controversy which deter- 
mines whether a case is referred to 
the Magistrates or District Courts. 
The sums deemed referable to the 
lower courts rise constantly, the pro- 
fessor says. They are currently up to 
NIS150,000, “which is a lot of 
money!"

“I am conservative enough to 
want to leave things alone, if they 
work well,” says Goldstein. 

“But deciding where cases should 
be tried causes many problems and 
there is a great deal of unnecessary 
litigation surrounding the issue. It is 
by no means clear that the more 
complicated cases are referred to 
the District Court, as some people 
may think,” Goldstein continued. 

“What's more, I think it's fair to 
say that overall there is no signifi- 
cant difference between the selec- 
tion principles adopted in appoint- 
ing judges to the two courts, nor is 
there a difference in the quality of 
those appointed.” 

And if that were not reason 
the two low- 
er courts, he aisc points to the lack 
of flexibility resulting from the sepa- 
ration of the two. Judges, he says, 
cannot easily be moved around to 
where they are most needed. 
GOLDSTEIN is concerned that in 
failing to set a timetable for the im- 
plementation of the reform. the Jus- 
tice Mini: proposal may languish 
and fade away. 

For the public, Goldstein be- 
lieves, the main advantage of the 
reform will eventually be an in- 
crease in the efficiency with which 
justice is meted out. Reducing the 
all-too-frequent juridical overiap- 
ping should also save time and mon- 
ey, he says. The main benificiary of 
teducing the burden on the Supreme 
Court will be society at large. 

In a country that still lacks a con- 


stitution, the professor points out, 
the Supreme Court, sitting as the - 
High Court of Justice, has evolved . 
into a finely honed instrument for 
the defence of the citizen against the 
authorities. That function, he be- 
lieves, should be jealously guarded 
as a means of ensuring the rule of 
law. 

But at present, the citizen has a 
right to appeal to the Supreme 
Court to review any decision on a 
case originating in the District 
Court. 


“Permitting the Supreme Coart 
to concentrate on appeals which 
have important repercussions be- 
yond the matter of justice between 
the two parties is essential,” Gold- 
stein msists. ᾿ 

“And this is what the reform 
should eventually achieve in creat- 
ing an intermediate Appellate 
Court, though leave, rather than 
right, to appeal to the Supreme
